Ray were competitors of the Jap in the 
i teaming business and there is some evi¬ 
dence which makes things look dark for 
Lessley. However, he has borne a 
! g°od reputation among Sierra Madre 
people, and most of the people who 
know him will demand absolute proof 
before believing him guilty ofsuch a 
brutal crime. 

Wednesday evening soon after Takeota 
had put his horses in the stable, all 
four of them were taken violently sick 
and died within a short time in terrible 
agony. Poisoning was evident and sus¬ 
picion pointed to Lessley, 

Mr. Lessley admits the truth of the 
most suspicious circumstances which 
have been urged against him. He has 
recently purchased strychine, but claims 
it was for gophers in his potato patch. 
He also passed Takeota’s barn during 
the afternoon before the horses died, 
stopping to converse with one of the Jap 
work. This latter circumstance is also 
urged in his defence, since it is unlikely 
that any sane man would go about it so 
openly if he intended poisoning a lot of 
horses. 

Business men who have known Lessley , 
for a year or more have implicit faith 
in his integrity and refuse to believe • 
him guilty. Many of them think it , 
more likely that the work was done by , 
some of Takeota’s countrymen, with \ 
whom he was said to be unpopular. It j 
is charged that he was a very hard man i 
to work underand that many of Iris for¬ 
mer employes would would like to get 
revenge upon him for real or fancied 
grievances. 


Little Son of W. A. Evans 
Meets Death in Terrible 
Manner—Mother 
is Injured. 


Pitiful and distressing in the extreme 
I was the fatal accident which befell 
1 Howard, the 16-months old son of Mr, 
and Mrs. W. A. Evans, Sunday evening, 
resulting in his death and in the pain¬ 
ful injury of the mother. 

Having left the house for a few min¬ 
utes, Mrs. Evans heard the screams of 
the little one. Returning in haste she 
found his dress had caught fire from a 
small stove about which he had been 
playing. Catching him up in her arms, 
she attempted to save his life, but he 
had inhaled too much of the flame and 
her efforts only resulted in her own 
serious injury. Neighbors who heard 
the mother’s screams, came immediately 
and found her in a swoon on the floor 
with the baby clasped tight in her arms. 

No fire had been kindled in the stove 
since the night before and it was not 
thought there could be any danger from 
it. Medical attention for the little one 
' was in vain and death relieved his suf¬ 
ferings a few hours later. 

The mother’s injuries were very pain¬ 
ful and, with the shock, left her in 
a serious condition. The absence of 
Mr. Evans at the bedside of his father 
at Long Beach made the accident even 
more pathetic. 

Simple funeral services were held 
Tuesday at the house. The little one 
was on the Cradle Roll of the Crongre- 
gational Sunday school. Dr. Camp¬ 
bell conducted the services. The at¬ 
tendance was large and the floral offer¬ 
ings numerous.

SOME LIMITATIONS 

The editor of the News has been 
compelled recently to refuse to oub- 
lish news Items and other articles for 
two reasons, which it may not be out 
of place to state here. The first was 
on account of excessive length. The 
News has in the past published papers 
and other contributions of consider¬ 
able length. B it it has been done al¬ 
most without exception at the expense 
of the news columns. That is, it has 
been necessary to treat matters of 
considerable importance in less space 
than would have been desirable. In 
a paper of the size of the News it is 
Impossible to devote a large amount of 
spat e to any one subject without 
crowding upon other subjects of per¬ 
haps equal important e. It is seldom 
that the editor regards any matter of 
sufficient importance to devote more 
than a single column to it. even 
though it was really good for a longer 
"story." This plan of operation per¬ 
mits of the handling the largest oos- 
sible number of subjects of inteiest. 
And the process of boiling down and 
compressing which it requires elimi¬ 
nates as far as possible whatever of 
space-filling “hot air” might have a 
tendency to creep in. 

The other reason for refusing to 
publish news items is one that Is ob¬ 
served in every well regulated news¬ 
paper office. That is lack of proper 
authority. This applies especially to 
anonymous communications and to in¬ 
formation coming in over the telephone 
where the informant refuses to give 
his or her name. Sometimes the in¬ 
formation is "straight" on its face. Or 
the editor may take the trouble to ver¬ 
ify it from other sources. Otherwise 
he must be left to judge whether or 


to the editor and giving his informa¬ 
tion in confidence. He may be sure 
that this confidence would be respected. 
This is another rule that holds good 
in every reputable newspaper office in 
the country. 

The News wishes to give all the 
newH while it is news and in readable 
form. And it also wishes to be de¬ 
pended upon as absolutely reliable. 
Hence il has seemed pertinent to ex¬ 
plain some action, the reasons for 
which may not have 'been apparent to 
some of the persons concerned.

NOT A SQUARE DEAL 

Some of the fruit growers about town 
think there is something radically' 
wrong in the management of the cam¬ 
paign against the red scale and other 
citrus fruit pests, or with the laws 
which govern it. Some time last spring 
a number of them paid liberally to 
have their orchards sprayed by an 
itinerant pest exterminator who 
claimed to be able to kill about every¬ 
thing in the orchard but the tree and- 
the fruit. And now the commission 
comes along and says "Fumigate. This 
shalt thou do and this only.” And 
since there are but one or two concerns 
which fumigate according to the reg¬ 
ulations laid down by the commission 
there is nothing for it but to employ 
one of them for the work, at their own 
terms and convenience. It would seem 
that If the commission has power to 
stipulate the only method which may 
be pursued in fighting the scale it 
should also protect the fruit growers 
from imposition by keeping the spray¬ 
ers and irresponsible fumigators out 
of the field. 



San Diego and Imperial counties are 
trying to get together on a proposition 
for a good highway to connect Imperial 
Valley with' the coast. The project 
would benefit people on both sides of 
the mountains and would be a step 
toward the breaking down of the mon¬ 
opoly which Los Angeles has over 
trade with the inland empire of the 
South.

PUSHING NEW COLLEGE. 


Dr. Campbell Goes to Imperial Valley 
to Aid in Project. 


Rev. Dr. J. M. Campbell left Wednesday 
morning to look after important edu¬ 
cational interests of the Congregational 
church in Imperial Valley. The state 
committee on education, of which he is 
chairman, has in hand the founding of 
a college in the town of Heber. A 
grant of land and a percentage on sales 
of town lots have been offered by the 
Imperial Valley Land company. These 
gifts are estimated at $50,000. 

There is great enthusiasm in the 
valley over the enterprise; several mass 
meetings have been held and an effort 
is on foot to raise $25,000 for buildings. 
It is expected that steps will be taken 
this week to incorporate and appoint a 
a board of trustees. The outlook for 
the project is reported by Dr. Campbell 
to be very encouraging.

Fu mi gators at Work in Sierra 
Madre Orchards This 
Week. 


The citrus orchards about town are 
taking turns this week looking like a 
Mock of balloons. The Stowell com¬ 
pany’s crew of fumigators began work 
Monday on Mr. Kersting’s lots at the 
corner of Baldwin and Central avenues. 
Each evening the big tents are hauled 
over a lot of scale infested trees and 
the deadly cyanide fumes are turned 
loose inside to do their worst. The 
county horticultural commission has 
decreed that every citrus tree and or¬ 
chard in the Sierra Madre district must 
take the medicine in the campaign 
against the red scale. 

Some of the fruit growers have felt 
that an unnecessary hardship was be¬ 
ing forced upon them. Many of them 
paid liberal prices a few months ago 
to have their orchards sprayed, and 
others are conducting experiments in 
parasite work and think they have the 
scale “on the run.” The commission¬ 
ers insist that heretofore nothing has 
been done that would kill the red scale 
thoroughly dead. They have conduct¬ 
ed extensive experiments and observa¬ 
tions and are so firmly convinced of 
the correctness of their course that 
they refuse to heed all protests. Un¬ 
less every possible home and breeding 
place of the scale is fumigated, they 
say, there would be no use in fumigat¬ 
ing at all. A campaign only partial in 
its scope would leave the scale in some 
parts of the district free to spread to 
the orchards which were treated. 

Results worth considerably more 
ilia.i the cost of the fumigation are 
'promised by the commissioners. These 
include better appearing trees all over i 
town, due to the increased vitality; and | 
better prices for the fruit from the | 
commercial orchards.

The plan of 
the fumigators is to take a street at a 
time in the fumigating operations, be¬ 
fore going into the orchards on any 
other street. Property owners all along 
each street can make arrangements 
with the foreman in charge of the 
crew, or with Inspectors Lawrence or 
Blaine, who will be in town most of 
tlie time, to have their trees fumigat¬ 
ed when the crew is operating in their 
respective neighborhoods. This will 
reduce the expense to the minimum. 
Instructions can also be secured from 
them as to the preliminary prepara¬ 
tions necessary to secure best results.
